obconica does not take this form, It 
brings :il)out Hie still more dreadful 
erysipelas. Cases of poisoning through 
eating tile berries of the belladonna, or 
deadly nightshade, are till too frequent, 
but there is the gravest danger in even 
handling this attractive plant. 
It is a very common practice In the 
country among parties of young peo­ 
ple to pick the berries and Hick them 
at each other with the fingers for 
sport. Then, when heated by the fun 
mid fusillade, the face is sometimes 
mopped with a handkerchief upon 
which fingers sticky with the Juice of 
the berries have been wiped. 
Should hut just a little of this got 
Into one of the eyes a fearful calamity 
may ensue. Iritis, or paralysis of the 
Iris of the eye, which invariably re­ 
sults In blindness, has been known to 
come on, and against this dread dis­ 
ease medical skill has as yet proved 
unavailing. This, too, Is In face of the 
paradoxical fact that treatment with 
tincture of belladonna Is the one usual 
ly adopted in the elementary stages of 
IrltiR. 
The dainty heroine who is so often 
to be heard of as idly plucking to 
pieces the petals of a flower must be­ 
ware which blossoms she chooses for 
the purpose. 
Lilies, begonias, rhodo­ 
dendrons and peonies are likely to set 
up festers, with consequent loss of

Comparatively few people realize of 
what remarkable speed dog- are capa- i 
blo. Some remarkable statistics In re­ 
gard to this have been gathered by M 
Dusolier, a French scientist. 
After pointing out the marvelous en­ 
durance shown by little fox terriers 
who follow their masters patiently for 
hours while the latter are riding on bi­ 
cycles or In carriages, he says that even 
greater endurance Is shown by certain 
wild animals that are akin to dogs. 
Thus the wolf can tun between T>0 
and OO miles In one night, arui an arctic 
fox can do quite as well, lf not better. 
Nansen met one of these foxes on the 
Ice at a point more than TO miles north­ 
west of the Sannlkow territory, which 
Is 480 miles from the Asiatic coast. Es­ 
kimo and Siberian dogs can travel 45 
miles on the Ice In five hours, and there 
Is one case on record In which a team 
of Eskimo dogi traveled OC miles in 
23 minutes. 
According to M. Dusolier. tho speed 
of the shepherd dogs and those used In 
hunting ranges from IO to 15 yards a 
second. 
English setters and pointers 
hunt at the rate of IS to IU miles an 
hour, and they can maintain tills speed 
for at least two hours. 
Foxhounds are extraordinarily swift, 
as Is proved by the fact that a dog of 
this breed once beat a thoroughbred 
horse, covering four miles In 
min­ 
utes, which was at the rate of nearly 
IS yards a second. 
Greyhounds are the swiftest of all 
four footed creatures, aud their speed 
may he regarded as equal to that of 
carrier pigeons 
E n g lis h greyhounds, j 
which are carefully selected and which 
are used for coursing, are able to cov­ 
er at full gallop a space between 19 
and 23 yards every second. 
How great an achievement this is 
may be Judged from the fact that a 
thoroughbred horse rarely lf ever ex­ 
ceeds IO yards. 
Moreover, It is said 
that a hare at its greatest speed never 
goes faster than at the rate of 18 yards. 
These Interesting statistics are ex­ 
citing much comment among sports­ 
men and other lovers of dogs, and the 
opinion Is unanimous that M. Dusolier 
has fully proved the right of the grey­ 
hound to rank as the swiftest of the 
quadrupeds. Express engines only sur­ 
pass them.—Loudon Mall.
